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Consolidation Of City, County Government Services Urged

A long awaited study on the desirability of con- 


solidating city and county governmental services 
recommends such a merger — but points out that 
the time is not ripe for massive consolidation. 


Informed sources told The Star that the report, 


undertaken by a San Francisco based planning 
firm, concludes that consolidation of city and coun- 
ty services is "feasible and desirable and we recom- 
mend it." 


However, the consultants-caution that neither 


the city nor the county are ready for complete con- 
solidation of services at this time 


The one-inch thick report by Arthur D. Little, 


Inc . was undertaken jointly by the Lincoln Foun- 
dation, the city and county. The study officially will 
be released at a Wednesday noon lucheon at the 
Lincoln Center Building 


In the report, the consultants state that such a 


complete city-county consolidation would be feasi- 
ble within a decade. 


The existing "disparity of administrative 


sophistication and responsiveness of the two levels 
of government" would preclude a 
successful 


reorganization at this time, the report states. 


The consultants explain that the city is ruled 


under a strong mayor-council form of government 
with department heads directly responsible to the 
administration 


However, the county is governed by a 


number of elected officials. 


If total consolidation "were to be seriously ad- 


vocated today," the result would be an "unwieldy, 
unresponsive and disjointed organizational struc- 
ture," the consultants contend. 


Additionally, such an immediate merger would 


result in an "almost complete takeover by the 
city." 


In the interim, the consultants urge that county 


government immediately be strengthened and that 
the city and county continue to develop 
"linkages" between them in common areas. 


And to lay the groundwork for the creation of 


such a merged "unicipality," the report 
recommends 
the formation of a County-City 


Implementation Commission. 


Membership on the commission would include 


the County Board chairman, the mayor, a City 
Council member, the county attorney and a lay per- 
son 
. 


Among the commission's duties would be to 


oversee the establishment of task forces to in- 
vestigate mergers in the following areas: police, 


fire, public works, budget, personnel and 
purchasing. 


The lengthy report was presented to local of- 


ficials and Lincoln Foundation representatives at a 
closed session Tuesday. 


Commenting on the report, County Board 


Chairman Robert Colin told The Star that it is a 
"comprehensive and good study." 


He said he felt it would "open up a lot of 


people's eyes and bring out many things that the 
average citizen hasn't realized." 


Councilman Steve Cook said the study "offers 


good food for thought. If we implement even half 
of these recommendations — it would be an advan- 
tage to both the city and county." 


Cook commented that the report reinforces the 


••climate of cooperation" now experienced 
between city and county officials 


"A lot of people have been talking consolida- 


tion for a long time," he said, adding that the study 
puts "many proposals in the proper perspective " 


Council chairwoman Helen Boosalis and coun- 


cilman Dick Baker said they would withhold com- 
ments on the report's recommendations until they 
had a chance to further study the document, 
turther study the document. 


Estimated cost ot the report is set at $45,000 


with $15,000 coming from the Lincoln Foundation 
— the organization which originally proposed the 
study one year ago 


The city and county are picking up the 


remaining share through two $15,000 grants from 
the U S Civil Service Commission and the Depart- 
ment ot Housing and Urban Development. 


Nixon Admits Aiding Coverup

Three governmental units 


have jointly drafted a plan iden- 
tifying all water pollution 
sources in the Salt Creek Basin 
and establishing a series of 
priorities needed to bring the 
basin's water quality within 
state dnd federal standards 


The comprehensive series of 


recommendations drawn up by 
the State Natural Resources 
Commission, the City of Lincoln 
and the Lower Platte South 
Natural Resource District will 
be aired 8 p.m., Wednesday, in 
the fifth floor conference room 
ot the Lincoln Center. 


Mrs. Sue Hoppel. a sanitary 


engineer for the commission, 
said the plan is needed to main- 
tain the basin, communities' 
eligibility for federal waste treat- 
ment funds 


The plan which took two years 


to prepare acknowledged that 
steps are being taken to curb 
witer pollution discharges at 
m.mv locations, but it said 
oxerall the Salt Creek Basin 
remains in "critical condition. ' 


Phosphates, nitrates and salt 


are increasing in concentration 
in the basin's water, the plan 
said, while improved waste 
treatment practices have 
reduced the biochemical oxygen 
demand (BOD), a measure of 
strength of the polluting 
material.

machine in Pershing Auditorium 
was still churning out pages of 
printed material Tuesday after- 
noon for use by the 4,000 to 5.000 
delegates and visitors expected 
to attend the first biennial 
meeting of the American Baptist 
Churches in the U S A . 


On the floor of the auditorium 


itself, where the crowd will 
gather for the first time 
Wednesday night, technicians 
were adjusting the television 
cameras that will project a huge 
color picture of events on the 
stage back to a 30-foot screen on 
the stage 


In the basement of the 


auditorium, exhibition booths 
were being readied and in the 
center of the room where crate 
after crate was being unpacked 
as the Judson Book Store took 
shape. 


The preparations were only 


the windup of efforts that began 
as early as 1969. when represen- 
tatives of the Lincoln Chamber 
of Commerce began trying to 
sell the American Baptists on 
locating the meeting in Lincoln. 


Walter Yetter of the Lincoln 


Chamber of Commerce said that 
in talking to leaders of the 
A m e r i c a n 
B a p t i s t s

emphasized the "obvious 
benefits" of Lincoln's central 
location, its reasonable costs, its 
concentrated downtown and its 
safety. 


However, he acknowledged, 


the leaders had some misgivings, 
like "Where are we (5,000 of us) 
going to stay?" and "How can 
we get to and from the 
auditorium.?" 


Those questions 
were 


answered in part by a plan in 
which an estimated 2,500 of the 
delegates will stay in University 
of Nebraska residence halls and 
the rest will stay in private ac- 
romodations.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon said Tuesday he will not resign 
because of the Watergate scandal, but ad- 
mitted that he had ignored warning 
signals of a wide-ranging coverup. 


He also said that he unwittingly helped 


coverup efforts. Nixon warned that some 
present investigations threaten to un- 
cover sensitive national security informa- 
tion that isn't related to the scandal, in- 
cluding still secret details of a scuttled 
plan to gather intelligence 
through* 


burglaries. 


"I will not abandon my respon- 


sibilities," he said "I will continue to do 
the job I was elected to do 


He acknowledged that there now 


appears to have been a wide-ranging 
coverup of high-level involvement in the 
wiretapping affair. 


"With hindsight, it is apparent that I 


should have 
.-n more heed to the war- 


ning signals ~ received along the way 
about a Watergate coverup." he said 


Nixon said he was not involved in or 


aware of the Watergate operation or the 
coverup. 


A spokesman said Nixon's statement 


was prompted in part by a desire to main- 
tain the secrecy of classified documents 
involving a decision the President made 
in July, 1970. 


Nixon said the decision covered in- 


telligence operations that would have in- 
volved "breaking and entering, in effect" 
in the name of national security. That 
plan never was implemented 


Nixon said it is now clear that illegal 


and unethical activities took place during 
last year's presidential campaign. 


"None of these took place with my 


specific approval or knowledge," he said. 
"To the extent that I may in any way con- 
tributed to the climate in which they took 
place, I did not intend to, to the extent 
that I failed to prevent them, I should 
have been more vigilant." 


Njxon acknowledged giving orders on 


at least two occasions that' later helped 
coverup efforts 


Early in the Watergate investigation, 


he said, he thought mistakenly that the 
Central Intelligence Agency was involved. 
He ordered his two top aides, H R 
Haldeman and John D Ehrlichmart. to 
make certain that the Watergate in- 
vestigation not be allowed to uncover 
secret CIA activities or the activities of 
the White House "plumbers" group that 
had included Watergate conspirators. E 
Howard Hunt and G Gordon Liddy. 


Haldeman then allegedly invoked 


Nixon's authority in an attempt to keep 
the FBI from uncovering a financial con- 
nection between the Watergate wiretap- 
ping and the Nixon re-election campaign 


More recently, on April 18. Nixon said 


he gave orders to the Justice Department 
that its investigation into the Watergate 
scandal should "stay out of national 
security matters " For a few days this 
order blocked disclosure of the 1971 
burglary of Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist 
by White House agents, including Hunt 
and Liddy 


Nixon said he hadn't been aware of that 


burglary and hadn't authorized it. 


However. Elliot L. Richardson, his 


nominee to be attorney general, told the 
Senate Judiciary Committee Tuesday 
that Nixon was made aware of the 
Ellsberg case burglary in late March 


In two statements issued at the White 


House. Nixon specifically denied that he 
knew of the Watergate wiretapping in ad- 
vance, that he offered executive clemen- 
cy to defendants in the case or that he 
knew until recently that his personal 
lawyer. Herbert W. Kalmbach. was 
providing the defendants with funds. 


He also denied that he attempted to im- 


plicate the Central Intelligence Agency in 
the scandal, that he knew until recently of 
the break-in at the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist or that he 
authorized or encouraged subordinates to 
engage in illegal or improper campaign 
tactics 


But he said it now seems "there were 


apparently wide-ranging efforts to limit 
the investigation or to conceal the possi- 
ble involvement of members of the ad- 
ministration and the campaign com- 
mittee " 


Acting White House counsel Leonard 


Garment told newsmen one purpose for 
the President's statement was to bar dis- 
closure of classified documents removed 
from the White House and turned over to 
court officials by fired presidential 
counsel John W Dean III 


Nixon said the Dean documents contain 


a plan, never put into effect, to use 
breaking and entering to gam national 
security information 


The President said these documents 


are 
"extremely 
sensitive 
They in- 


clude—and are based upon—assessments 
of certain foreign intelligence capabilities 
and procedures, which of course must re- 
main secret " 


Caulfield Relayed Offers Of Clemency 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former White House 


aide John C Caulfield swore Tuesday he relayed 
offers of executive clemency to Watergate burglar 
James W McCord Jr . but doesn't know whether 
President Nixon "personally had endorsed this 
offer " 


Caulfield said he was given the assignment to 


contact McCord by John W Dean III, who was the 
White House counsel at the time He said he asked 
"Do you want me to tell him it comes from the 
President? 
> 


"He said words to the effect, 'No, don't do that, 


say that it comes from way up at the top- 


McCord, who finished two days ot questioning 


Tuesday, had said when he received the offers from 
Caulfield during his trial in January, he assumed 
they came from the President—the only one who 
can grant executive clemency. 


Caulfield said "I specifically never spoke to the 


President of the United States and have no 
knowledge of my own as to whether he personally 
had endorsed this offer or indeed whether anyone 
had ever discussed it with him." 


McCord said he had been told by Caulfield that 


the President knew of the clemency offer, would 
be told his response and that he could expect a per- 
sonal telephone call from Nixon after their 
meeting. 


Caulfield's statement differed from McCord's in 


two major respects. 


McCord had testified Caulfield told him the 


President was aware of the executive clemency 
offer and would receive a report about it 


Caulfield said he had no knowledge that the 


President knew the offer was being made 


In another difference in the testimony, McCord 


had said he placed calls to two embassies in an el- 
fort to have the government disclose that his con- 
versations were overheard on wiretaps He iden- 
tified the embassies as those of Chile and Isreal He 
said he knew such evidence would not result in 
having his case dismissed, but would test the 
truthfulness of the government which was saying 
there were no such taps. 


But Caulfield testified McCord told him the 


scheme was a way to save the White House em- 
barrassment over Watergate He related the plan. 


"When the U.S. attorney was told that at least 


two of Mr McCord's conversations had been in- 
tercepted on national security wiretaps, he would 
be forced to dismiss the case rather than reveal 
that the two embassies in question were the sub- 
jects of national security wiretaps. 


"Mr McCord was quite adamant in saying he 


was sure the government could secure his im- 
mediate release if they wanted to help him, and 
that other than the publicity incumbent upon the 
government being forced to dismiss the case 
against him, that such an approach would save the 
administration real embarrassment." 


Caulfield said "I viewed my role simply as one 


of a messenger," and added he actively resisted the 
role. 


McCord had said earlier he was so angered by 


"a ruthless attempt" by the White House to blame 
the CIA for the Watergate burglary that he sent a 


letter promising

Caulficld acknowledged receiving the letter 
He said he took it to Dean at the White House 


and soon alter received another message trom 
Dean to McCord 


' He said the message consisted of throe 


things 


"A vear is a long time, your wife and familv 


will he taken care of. vou will be rehabilitated with 
employment when this is all over 


McCord had testified about the same offers in 


his first day before the special Senate committee 
on Thursday 


'I immediately realized I was being asked to 


do a very dangerous thing," said Caulfield a 
tormer New York City policeman who won a 
number ot honors for his work 


"I said to Mr Dean that I did not think it was 


wise to send me on such a mission since Mr 
McCord knew, as many others did. that I had 
worked closely with Mr 
Dean and Mr. 


Ehrlichman at the White House and therefore it 
might he quickly guessed that any messages I was 
conveying were probably from one of the two ' 


Caulfield worked at the White House until March 


1972 as liaison with various law enforcement agen- 
cy then went to work at the Treasury Department 
and became assistant director for criminal enforce- 
ment for the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms He is now on leate.

April Prices Up Sharply, 
But Rate of Climb Drops 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


sumer prices advanced sharply 
again in April, pushing the cost 
of living up seven-tenths of one 
per cent, the government said 
Tuesday 
Big boosts were 


reported in the cost of food, 
clothing, autos and gasoline 


April's increase in the Con- 


sumer Price Index was two- 
tenths of one per cent less than 
March's 22-year record high ot 
nine-tenths of one per cent 


It marked the first time in five 


months that the rate of increase 
in the cost of living has declined 
This prompted President 
Nixon's chief economics adviser, 
Herbert Stem, to say it "suggests 
that the wave of inflation which 
swept over the country in the 
winter is receding " 


But AFL-CIO President 


George Meany said the report 
"adds up to more bad news for 
the American people 


"I am sure the administration 


will find a way of saying that the 
April rise in living costs is 'good 
news." because 'it did not con- 
tinue the sharp acceleration of 
February and March," said 
Meany. He added that workers' 
buying power in April was less 
than a year ago

Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
that over the past three months 
consumer prices rose at a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 9 2 per cent, nearly four times 
the administration's goal of 
bringing inflation under control

Aprils cost of living increase 


put the Consumer Price Index 
for the month at 130 7. which 
means it cost $13 07 to buy a 
cross-section of goods and ser- 
vices that cost $10 in 1967 This 
was 5 1 per cent higher than a 
year ago 


The average worker's weekly 


pay for April rose 11 cents to 
$141 72 But his buying power, 
meaning after-tax pay reduced 
by inflation, was five-tenths of 
one per cent below last 
April—the first over-the-year 
decline in real spendable ear- 
nings in more than two years, 
the bureau said 


Food prices-, including meals 


bought in restaurants, rose 1 4 
per cent in April on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, following near- 
record jumps of 2 4 per cent in 
March and 1.9 per cent In 
February. 


Grocery store prices were up 


1 3 per cent adjusted and 1.6 per 
cent unadjusted, with meats, 
poultry and fish up 1 8 per cent. 
cereals and baker products up 1 
per cent; and fruits and 
vegetables 3 7 per cent 


The bureau said food store 


price increases since April 1972 
were the highest ever recorded 
in any one-year period, rising 
13 3 per cent Meat, fish and 
poultry rose 23 4 per cent over 
the year while fruits and 
vegetables jumped 16 1 per cent. 


Prices for items other than 


food advanced seven-tenths of 
one per cent in April The cost of 
services, including rent, 
transportation and medical care, 
rose three-tenths of one per 
cent 


"Higher prices for apparel, 


used cars, gasoline and home 
maintenance and repair com- 
modities contributed significant- 
ly to the rise in the non-food 
commodity index," the bureau 
said 


Also up were prices for fur- 


niture, bicycles, tobacco, 
newspapers and magazines. New 
car prices, instead of declining 
as usual in April, went up. - 
, 


Stein, chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic 
Advisers, referred to April's rise 
in food prices as the smallest 
monthly increase this year and 
said it is "expected to be the first 
step in the transition toward 
much smaller food price in- 
creases later this year." He said 
much of the increase probably 
occurred before the administra- 
tion imposed meat ceilings 
March 29 


He called the decline in the in- 


flation rate welcome, but said 
"further progress is essential," 
and urged "full compliance with 
Phase 3 regulations."

"Hey, Teacher, will you help me open this." 


The first grade boy hands his unopened milk 
carton to the woman standing in the center of 
the lunchroom 


With a smile she pries the carton edges apart 


and gives the milk back to the dark-eyed 
youngster. 


The boy hurries back to his seat, and almost 


as an afterthought calls back, "Thank you 
Teacher." 


But the woman overseeing the lunchroom 


operations that day is not a teacher. She is one 
of the 270 teacher aides working in the Lincoln 
Public Schools this year. 


"The children don't seem to know the 


difference." said Mrs Betty Fogerty, an aide at 
Eastridge Elementary School, as she made the 
rounds checking each ol six tape players m a 
large room "They often call me teacher. The 
first year 1 tried to explain to them that I'm just 
an aide But I don't any more." 


Mother Of 3 


Mrs Fogerty. the mother of three children in 


grade school, first started working as a teacher 
aide three years ago when the Lincoln aide 
program was in its infancy 


Each school day she spends six hours at 


Eastridge doing a variety of jobs She keeps 
track of books and material in the media center 
(library) She types up tests and makes visual 
aides for teachers 
She sets up classroom 


materials for math and reading units and she is 
a playground and lunchroom supervisor. 


Like aides throughout the school system, Mrs. 


Fogerty helps and supports the teachers 
assigned to each classroom or group of students. 


The use of teacher aides locally has 


mushroomed since 1968 when about half a 
dozen adults were hired in the federally funded 
Head Start program, according to Dr Paul 
Thompson, who oversees the aides in all 
federally funded programs 


This year there are almost 100 aides paid 


through federal monies and more than 170 
funded by the local school district. 


5300,000 a Year 


Just four years ago less than $30,000 was spent 


in local funds for aide salaries. This year that 
figure has reached $300.000. according to Dr. 
Carroll R Sawain. Assistant Superintendent lor 
Personnel 


Each school determines its own need for 


aides and this vear every school in the Lincoln 
s\stem is using some aide hours each day Sixty 
ot the Lincoln aides work in the junior and 
senior high schools while 210 are employed at 
the elementan level 


"I don't know what we'd do without the 


aides," said Miss Beverly Ovey, a teacher at 
Eastridge. "They enable the teacher to do a lot 
ot individual work." 


And this concept of greater individualized in- 


struction is what has lead to the burgeoning 
number of aides employed in the local school 
system, explained Sawain. 


Because of new methods of organizing 


M'hool staffs more adults now work with the 
same number of children, and some of these 
adults are the aides 


Under the traditional classroom setting a 


child might see only one adult during an entire 
day But under new staffing plans he will often 
be in contact with four to six aults. including 
teachers, assistant teachers, student teachers 
and teacher aides 


•Shadow For Teacher' 


"The aide should be a shadow for the 


teacher—to clear up the stumbling blocks and 
set up the materials The aide makes way for 
effective teaching " said Miss Inez Baker. 
Eastridge principal Her philosophy for aides 
seems to work well at Eastridge 


Mr* Fogertv spends the second hour of her 


dav with Unit C (fifth and sixth grades) helping 
in the individualized reading program 


She .sets out the proper tapes for each of the 


six or seven reading groups, oversees distribu- 
tion of tapes during the period, collects and 
sorts each child's reading unit folders at the end 
of the session. 


Two teachers and a student teacher wander 


around the large, carpeted room ready to 
answer question, help individual students and 
correct tests and worksheets. 


In her spare time during the day Mrs Fogerty 


also fills glue pots, sharpens pencils and waters 
the green, thriving plants sitting on a window 
ledge. "Teachers shouldn't have to do these 
types of things," she believes. 


Checks Papers 


In another section of the school Mrs. Marilyn 


Wright, also an Eastridge aide for three years, 
sits behind a desk in the long hallway, sur- 
rounded by a group of buzzing children. 


"Now let's get this line up against the wall 


here," Mrs. Wright tells the children as her pen 
moves down a page of math problems. She is 
checking math tests and recording scores for 
children of Team B (third and fourth grades). 


On one paper she writes "100%-Great," but 


on another she inks in "Show your work."She 
points out obvious errors, like the boy whose 
rows of numbers were so messy and uneven that 
he seldom got a correct answer. 
But those 


children who don't seem to understand the con- 
cept she sends back into the classroom with, 
"You'd better get some help from one of the 
teachers." 


At Eastridge both teachers and aides follow 


the philosophy that aides are to be in a suppor- 
tive position directed by the classroom teacher. 


In some schools, aides may have more cons- 


tant direct contact with students and fewer 
clerical duties. They may play a vital role in 
planning, or they may merely carry out a 
teacher's directions. Each schodl, each teacher 
uses an aide differently, but an aide is never to 
take the place of the teacher. 


"It is not a part of our design to take a group 


of children and say to the aide, 'they are yours 
for six weeks'," said Dr. Sawain. "We hope that 
type of thing doesn't go on. but we can't be ab- 
solutely sure." he added 


Mostly Women 


The majority of the Lincoln aides are women, 


many mothers of school age children 
themselves 
A few male aides work in the 


secondary schools and more than half a dozen 
men help in the federally funded Title I 
programs for younger grade levels 


Aides' educational backgrounds range from 


less than a high school diploma to those with 
college degrees and teaching certificates In fact 
about 40'/"c of the locally funded aides are 
college graduates. 


Said one long time Lincoln teacher. "It really 


is an apprenticeship for new teachers' If you 
want to teach here (in lincoln) be an aide for a 
year " 


'Intern Year' 


Though that may be an overstatement. Dr 


Sawain admits that aides with certificates can 
and often do move into teaching positions. "In 
some cases it is a good intern year The student 
has done his student teaching, but can't find a 
job After a year as an aide he will have more 
confidence and a much greater idea of the use of 
team teaching." he said 


However even for the aide with a degree the 


pav scale is tar ditterent trom the teacher 
salary The hourly pay ranges from $1 70 to 
$230 


Mrs 
Fogerty agrees with one full time 


Eastridge teacher who said "aides and the 
school secretary need to be paid%more " 


But Mrs. Fogerty says she can hardly beat the 


hours which mean she is at home with her 
children when school is out, and the variety and 
quick pace of the job. In fact her mornings go 
so quickly she seldom takes time for her 15 
minute break. 


As she returned from calming down a boy 


who had just thrown an orange peel across the 
lunchroom. Mrs Fogerty said, "I love it This 
vear is the best vet "

piovmg the condition of 300 
million Africans in 41 nations 
and ending white-minority rule 
in southern Africa still appear to 
be elusive 


"It is quite clear that rhanv of 


our hopes h.ive not been 
fulfilled " s<»id Tanzaman Presi- 
dent .Julius Nyereie recently "I 
would have expected that after 
10 U'.irs \fncj would be able to 
show a reasonable measure 
tow,ird umtv " 


Some observers believe, 


however, that the summit could 
be a watershed in African 
politics 
The heads of state, 


possibly the largest such 
gathering in African history, are 
expected to give voice to a rising 
mood of nationalism and im- 
patience with foreign economic 
interests on the continent 


The emphasis will be on 


economic cooperation, on get- 
ting regional groups to be more 
active than they have been." an 
OAU spokesman said "There is 
a greater sense ot confidence 
wilhm African states We feel it 
is time we control our own 
development and resources " 


Amid talk of cooperation, an 


Arab drive to push black Africa 
into a tougher stance against 
Israel could cause considerable 
dissension 


Libya has ty-eatened to 


boycott the session unless the 
o r g a n i z a t i o n 
moves its 


headquarters to Cairo from Ad- 
dis Ababa, which the Libyans 
claim is a Zionist center. 


Some members regard the 


threat as an unfair criticism of 
Kmperor Haile Selassie of 
Ethiopia 
but touring Libyans 


have pointed out that their oil- 
rich country is a key financier of 
OAU-sponsored 
liberation 


movements 


"Considering the underlying 


piessures. it's no wonder there is 
so little political stability Africa 
is having to run faster to stand 
still.' 
A Western diplomat 


observed recently 


The OAU. a continent-wide 


version of the United Nations, 
set up in Addis Ababa in 1963, 
has been devoted to mutual 
defense and development and 
global nonahgnment Its critics 
observe that it was unable to 
prevent civil war in Nigeria and 
the Sudan and has failed to en- 
force a call on members to break 
relations with Britain over 
Rhodesia 


The organization's backers say 


it's wrong to expect too much,on 
an ethnically diverse continent 
where hundreds of tribal and 
religious ties often run deeper 
than new national loyalties 
They point to the OAU having 
resolved a number of border dis- 
putes and helped forge a unified 
African voice in the United 
Nations 


Meanwhile, planning is going 


ahead on a 4,000-mile trans- 
African highway that could boost 
trade by the mid 1970s by linking 
the Indian and Atlantic oceans. 


The first continental 
labor 


groups, the Organization of 


African Trade Union Unity, has 
been created, the continent's 
first trade and monetary con- 
ference took place this month 
and a handful of scientific and 
social health programs continue 
with limited financing.

IN PERSPECTIVE

If the Lancaster County Board of Equalization, com- 


posed of county commissioners, believes it has disposed of 
its tax assessment matters with its failure to act on the Lin- 
coln Telephone and Telegraph Co. request for a reduction of 
its personal tax assessment, it has quite another thought 
coming. 


The three commissioners split in deciding the LT & T 


matter, two of them voting against any change on the basis 
that the issue will be decided in the courts and a third, Jan 
Gauger, not voting. It has been speculated that Mrs. Gauger 
declined to vote due to lack of sufficient knowledge about 
the situation. 


We believe it is time for the county commissioners to 


become knowledgeable about the personal and real property 
assessment situation in this county. We are without any con- 
fidence that the assessment situation is what it ought to be. 


Indications, in fact, have consistently been to the con- 


trary and developments associated with the LT & T case add 
more fuel to the fire. It is a known fact that County Assessor 
Fritz Meyer adjusts property values on the basis of sales. 


That is fine as far as it goes but it doesn't go far enough. 


It results in assessment changes for those properties that are 
sold but no changes for those properties that remain under 
the same ownership, 


Thus, if you sell your home, the new owner will likely 


have an increase in taxes. If you just keep the home you 
have, your assessment is not likely to change. That means 
that some homes, those that are sold, are brought up to date 
in their assessment while others are left behind. 


Thus, two identical homes may have as much as a 50% 


difference in their assessment for tax purposes. Meyer has 
said that there is nothing he can do about this since he lacks 
sufficient help in the office. 


If he is right, then the county board ought to provide 


him the help and this shouldn't be an excessively expensive 
thing. Informed sources have said that two people working 
full time could keep the county's property tax assessments 
fully in. line with the law. 


This certainly is preferred to another expert reappraisal. 


The reappraisals cost hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
begin to become outdated the minute they are finished. 
They should serve as a point of beginning from which daily 
updating is done by personnel in the assessor's office. 


Another area of concern on the part of commissioners 


ought to be the matter of property sale prices as reflected in 
revenue stamps that accompany transfers of deeds. 


Judging from remarks of Meyer and Register of Deeds 


Kenneth Ferguson, the revenue stamps may or may not 
reflect the true cost or price of a property. This is a sad state 
of affairs and one of which the county cannot simply wash its 
hands. 


By law. the stamps are supposed to reflect the exact 


price of a real estate purchase, not an inflated or deflated 
price for some ulterior motive bv the buver or seller. It is 
up to the county to enforce the law. as well as a responsibili- 
ty of the individual to abide by the law. 


Something must be wrong some place when Lancaster 


County apparently failed to report any lot sales in the county 
tor 1971 and 1972 and when the price of real estate sales 
showed a decline from 1971 to 1972. Even the least .informed 
individual knows that property values or prices went up that 
year, not down. 


It is time for the county board to stop sitting on its hands 


and do something about the assessment mess that appears to 
exist here.

The U.S. Department of Agriculture has con- 


firmed that Assistant Secretary Carroll Brunthaver, 
a top Nixon administration authority on trade and 
farm policy, is in Moscow this week for talks with 
Soviet leaders.

The Soviet Union got much the better part of the 


massive grain and wheat deal struck last year, and 
with that in mind. Americans can't be blamed tor 
being apprehensive about any new deal that may be 
in the offing. 


The Des Moines Register reported this past 


weekend that pressure from the White House to 
complete a grain deal with the Soviet Union before 
the 1972 election — as a means of improving the ad- 
ministration's image in the then-disgruntled farm 
belt — was a major factor in the decision to sub- 
sidize the sale to Russia with American tax money. 
An administration source told the newspaper that 
it was common knowledge among U.S. negotiators 
working on the wheat sale that President Nixon 
wanted a deal to be consummated quickly and that

therefore he wanted "reasonable concessions" 
made to the Russians. 


It became clear later, the Register said, that the

WASHINGTON — For four 


years most of the press and other 
national skeptics in Washington 
suspended their disbelief when it 
came to Henry Kissinger. He had 
three qualities that were in 
desperately short supply at the 
top of the Nixon administration: 
intelligence, humor and 
accessibility. He was worth 
seeing, and he could be seen. 


Kissinger used his talents and 


his position shrewdly in these 
relationships. 
He gave liberal 


critics the impression that he 
really sympathized with their 
position. He played to their egos 
by seeking their understanding 
and support for his difficult role 
in a conservative government. 


AH of that is not quite yet in 


the past tense, but that is the 
way things are moving. Henry 
Kissinger's extraordinary status 
in Washington has been shaken. 


The immediate reason is 


Kissinger's behavior in the 
matter of wiretapping his own 
staff members. Not only did he 
have the tapping done; when 
that fact caught up with him. he 
tried to explain it away in a 
series of inconsistent statements 
that, to put it politely, were 
attempts to deceive. 


When first asked about the 


tapping, Kissinger gave a long 
and evasive answer. Then he in- 
dicated that he had had nothing 
to do with ordering the taps but 
knew about them and had 
sometimes read the transcripts. 
Next, in an interview, he said 
specifically that he had dis- 
cussed security problems with 
then FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover 
but had not asked for "any par- 
ticular form of investigation" or 
suggested "that any particular 
individual be investigated." 
Justice Department officials 
finally said that Kissinger had 
asked for the taps and named 
some men he wanted tapped. 


The alleged security reason for 


undertaking the wiretapping is 
also revealing. It was a report in 
the New York Times in 1969 that 
American planes were bombing 
Cambodia—a fact that was hard- 
ly a secret to the communists but 
that was embarrassing to the 
Nixon administration when dis- 
closed to the American people. 


In his defense, Kissinger's 


friends have put it out that he 
wanted his staff members 
tapped to protect them from 
doubts being pressed by the 
security men. One of his senior 
aides. Kissinger has told people, 
had an FBI file "this thick." But 
any actual security violations 
would surely have been flagged 
by those in charge of the in- 
vestigation. Why did Kissinger 
personally read transcripts ot 
the home telephone conver- 
sations of his assistants and their 
wives? One must suppose that he 
wanted to catch any hints of 
flagging personal loyalty. 


The whole business is dis- 


tasteful in the extreme. It is a 
sad example of what we are lear- 
ning from Watergate — the 
degraded standards of honor in 
our official life.

But Kissinger is also part of 


the deeper problem disclosed by 
Watergate: the centralization of 
power in the presidency, in dis- 
regard of law and institutions. 
In all but name he has been 
secretary of state—but one who 
operates without any feeling of 
responsibility toward Congress 
and without the wise if irritating 
restraints of bureaucracy. 


No doubt it will be said that, 


unlike others on the White 
House staff, Kissinger meant 
well. But well-meaning men are 
even more dangerous when they 
abuse power. Kissinger's plau- 
sibility inables him to play a 


large role in advancing the 


extremely dangerous notion that 
what the President wants is 
above the law. 


Before he left for his talks in 


Paris with Le Due Tho, 
Kissinger conveyed a plea for 
just a little more congressional 
toleration of the bombing in 
Cambodia. It was our only way 
to make the North Vietnamese 
comply with the Vietnam peace 
agreement.

.There in concentrated form 


was the disregard for fact and 
law that has so wounded this 
country. For by the accounts of 
our own embassy in Phnom 
Penh, it is overwhelmingly a 
civil war in Cambodia. We liave 
intervened to keep the losing 
side afloat, at terrible cost to the 
Cambodians. It is the United 
States that is most massively 
violating the call for an end to 
foreign intervention in Cam- 
bodia—and violating, every day, 
the United State Constitution. 


When the history of this time 


is written. Kissinger will get due 
credit for his part in the two ' 
major Nixon accomplishments 
that will be set against the black 
pages: the rapprochement with 
China and the Soviet Union. But 
Kissinger will also go down as 
the salesman of an endless war— 
a better salesman than a more 
openly 'right-wing figure would 
have been. And he will share in 
responsibility for the resulting 
strains on American institutions. 


A high-ranking friend has been 


calling the pr,ess and pleading 
that Henry Kissinger is a 
national asset and ought to be 
protected. Kissinger is in many 
ways an exceptional person. He 
is entitled now to 
com- 


passion—but no longer to tolera- 
tion.

A Surfeit Of Fervor 


NEW YORK — The acquittal 


of most of the Camden 28 and 
the likely dismissal of charges 
against the rest is an interesting 
and not altogether reassuring 
sign of an age marked by moral 
and patriotic fervor. 


Most important, the Camden 


jury decided courageously that 
the state has no right to lure peo- 
ple into a crime, aid them in 
committing it. then arrest them 
for doing so. This decision was 
takon after Federal Judgo 
C l a r k s o n S. 
Fisher had 


specifically instructed the jury 
that it was entitlod to find tho 
defendants innocent it. in fact, it 
believed the government itself 
had helped bring about the 
crime. 


The facts, as presented in 


court, leave little doubt that that 
is precisely what the government 
did. 
A group of citizens in 


Camden, N.J., who opposed the 
war in Vietnam had plotted to 
break into the draft board offices 
there and destroy draft records; 
but, so they testified, they aban- 
doned the plan because they did 
not know how to make the 
hreak-in. 


A local contractor then joined 


the group and revived the plan 
He also was an FBI informer On 
the one hand, ho provided the 
needed expertise for the break- 
in and most of the required 
tools, and constantly encouraged 
the project: on the other hand, 
he sent the FBI daily reports on 
the planning of the raid over a 


two-month period. Throughout 
that time, therefore, the govern- 
ment knew that a conspiracy was 
in existence, that a crime was 
being planned, but made no 
move to stop it until the act of 
commission 
By hearsay, at 


l e a s t , the FBI 
i n f o r m e r 


suggested in court that this 
waiting game was at the instiga- 
tion of the White House. The 
defense contended that the idea 
was to catch tho group in the act, 
and then uso the arrests to dis- 
credit the anti-war movement. 
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Of course, the 
defendants 


WERE caught in the act and 
arrested; but Judge Fisher said 
the jury could decide whether 
the government's 
use of the 


informer to stimulate commis- 
sion of the crime was "offensive 
to the basic standard of decency 
and shocking to the universal 
sense of justice." The jury 
decided that it was, and acquit- 
tal followed. 


It that were all, another 


triumph of the judicial system 
could be celebrated unam- 
biguously, even by some who 
disapprove of what the Camden 
28 did. Left to their own devices, 
they might not have done it; and 
anyway the government could 
have arrested and stopped them 
at almost any point before they 
acted. Government, after all, has 
shown no reluctance in recent 
years to bring conspiracV 
charges in many other cases. 


But one juror said after the 


acquittals that the jury also had 
been influenced by the defense's 
contention that the Camden 28 
ought to go free as a means of 
making it clear that the nation 
had had enough of an illegal and 
immoral war. The jury wanted 
to join the defendants in op- 
posing the war, said this juror. 


Another, in a letter left with 


the clerk of court, said "well 
done" to the defendants for op- 
posing "men who failed the peo- 
ple by raining death and destruc- 
tion on a hapless country." And 
one of the defendants said after 
the verdict that it had shown 
that the people were "fed up" 
with the war in Indochina.

But hold on a minute. It's a 


safe bet that most of the people 
who cheered the acquittal of the 
Camden 28 were outraged by the 
recent news that the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist 
had been raided in an illicit 
search for Ellsberg's medical 
records. But the men who 
planned that raid believed that 
they were acting in "the national 
interest," just as the Camden 28 
did. The two groups saw the 
national interest quite different- 
ly, of course, and it may be 
argued that tho one wished to 
stop the war and the other to 
sustain it. or at least to sustain 
the kind of security and foreign 
policy attitudes and processes 
that had brought it about. The 
essential point remains, 
nevertheless, that each group 


decided to break the law out of 
what each conceived to be good 
motives. 


Does anyone really wish to 


argue that because Egil Krogh 
conceived himself to be acting in 
the patriotic cause of national 
security, a jury ought to acquit 
him of -whatever complicity he 
had in the Ellsberg break-in? 
Rut that is uncomfortably close 
to what some of the jurors and 
defendants apparently thought 
in the Camden trial. 


Just as the Camden 28 thought 


they were acting to stop what 
they believed to be an illegal 
war. Krogh says he was acting to 
stop what he believed to be il- 
legal leaks of government 
secrets. Krogh would not have 
thought the 28 were justified, as 
they surely do not believe he was 
justified, and that all considered 
themselves justified is important 
for their moral state but should 
not affect a jury's decision on 
whether they broke the law. 


Moral gestures in violation of 


law are sometimes necessary. 
Strong government response in 
violation of law may seem 
necessary to those in office. But 
at some point in such a chain of 
action and reaction, the rule of 
law itself becomes endangered, 
and that point has been too 
closoly approached in America. 
Nothing is more needed now 
than a scrupulous reliance on 
law. not on moral or patriotic 
fervor, by the president as well 
as every citizen.

Treasury Official Sees 
No $1 A Gallon Gasoline 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There 


is no cause for concern that gas- 
ohne prices will rise to 
astronomical levels such as 75 
rents and $1 a gallon, Deputy 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon said Tuesday. 


Simon, chairman of the Nixon 


administration's Oil Policy Com- 
miHee, told a House subcom- 
mittee studying the energy crisis 
that even if the price of crude oil 
were doubled, the price of gas- 
oline would go up by only eight 
cents a gallon. He conceded gas- 
oline prices would increase 
during this summer's shortage, 
but said this would not be nearly 
as much as forecast in some 
quarters. 


Detailing the administration's 


steps to increase oil and gasoline 
supplies, Simon also disclosed a 
list of suggestions for consumers 
to conserve gas and oil this year. 
They ranged from forming car 
pools to walking more to taking 
vacations by train or bus. 


Simon dropped strong hints 


that the administration is 
leaning toward adopting a man- 
datory oil and gasoline allocation 
program this summer to prevent 
severe shortages in some states 
and to make sure key areas of 
the economy have gasoline to 
carry out their business. 


Simon noted there are 


forecasts that the price of gas- 
oine will reach 75 cents to $1 thiu 
summer and said, "this concern 
is unfounded." 


Gasoline prices in Europe, 


notably England, Germany, 
France and Italy, are high 
because taxes in these countries 
are so high, he said. "By com- 
parison, taxes represent only 30 
per cent of the pricein the 
United States." 


Shortly after he testified, the 


Interior Department released 
voluntary guidelines for 
allocating oil and gasoline. 
Basically, they asked that oil 
companies supply their non- 
affiliated customers the same 
percentage of oil and gasoline 
supplies they provided during 
the year that ended Sept. 30, 
1972. The aim is to make sure 
that independent oil companies 
continue to receive supplies 
from major oil firms. 


In addition, the government 


retained the power to require 
major oil companies to dis- 
tribute as much as 10 per cent of 
their suppUes to priority areas of 
the economy such as farming, 
food processing and state and 
local government services. 


While Simon said he thought 


the voluntary plan would work, 
he said the administration would 
not hesitate to make the'system 
mandatory if crops are 
threatened or if vital industries 
are faced with the possibility of 
closing. 


Simon said the Cost of Living 


Council is considering a rule that 
would allow another big boost in 
the price of gasoline. This move 
would permit oil companies to 
pass on to consumers the in- 
creased price of foreign oil 
without taking into account in 
price control regulations. 


As for conserving fuel, Simon 


had a list of 19 different things 
consumers could do to save on 
gasoline. Here is a partial list: 


"Keep engine in top shape. A 


poorly tuned engine reduces 
mileage by 10 per cent. 


"Walk more. 
"Plan trips to stored — com- 


bining visits to cleaners, drug, 
department and grocery stores. 


Sen ate Overrides 


Presidential Veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Tuesday voted to 
override President Nixon's veto

House, where Democratic 
leaders said the veto would be 
difficult to override.

M a j o r i t y Leader Mike 


Mansfield said before the Senate 
vote- 


"This issue affects squarely 


the balance of the executive and 
legislative branches . . . The 
Senate faces one of its most 
severe tests on whether it is 
ready, willing and able to restore 
itself to the status of a co-equal 
branch " 


Sen. Charles Percy. R-I11.. said 


the President's veto "clashes 
directly with his expressions of a 
new era of cooperation." 


The Senate had originally 


passed the bill requiring confir- 
mation of the director and depu- 
ty director of the Office of 
Management and Budget by a 
vote of 73 to 19. House passage 
had been on a vote of 229-171. 


The original Senate margin 


was larger than the two-thirds 
required for passage over a 
veto The House vote was less 
than two-thirds. Both branches 
have to vote to override or the 
veto stands 


The measure, drafted by Sen. 


Sam Ervin, D-N.C., would have 
the immediate effect of the 
Senate having to vote on confir- 
mation of the current chief of- 
ficers, Roy Ash and Frederick 
Malek, respectively. 


Ervin and his allies see this as 


one element in what they call 
reasserting Congress' con- 
stitutional powers. 


The budget head has become 


one of the most powerful of- 
ficials in government, often 
having a major voice as to 
whether and how a department's 
programs are to continue. 


In vetoing the bill Nixon said 


the budget director has been a 
White House official for 50 
years, serving as an intimate ad- 
viser to the President. 


.The President won two other 


veto tests this year with the 
Senate failling to reject the veto 
on a vocational rehabilitation 
bill and the House sustaining his 
killing of a rural water and sewer 
grant bill. 


On the OMB test. Sen. John G. 


Tower, R-Tex., said in advance: 
"As of this moment I would 
think the veto would be 
overriden." 


He said that "given the 


current climate, it will be more 
difficult" than the vote last 
month on upholding the 
vocational bill veto. 


Asked whether he was 


referring to the Watergate scan- 
dal by mentioning the current 
climate. Tower, who is chairman 
of the Senate GOP Policy Com- 
mittee, replied: "What else 
could 1 be talking about?" 


$14 Million Trust Fund 
Not Much Use To Dogs 


DEERFIELD BEACH, Fla. 


i AP> — Five years after they in- 
herited a fortune,- 74 dogs still 
stand between a university and 
about $14 million. A veterinarian 
says some of the dogs could live 
another 12 years. 


When Eleanor Richey died in 


1968, she left her estate of $4.5 
million to 150 stray dogs she 
collected over 15 years. Four of 
her relatives contested the will, 
and in 1972 a court ruled that 
each relative would get five per 
cent of the estate and the rest 
would go to the dogs. After the 
last dog dies or in 20 years, the 
money goes to Auburn Universi- 
ty for veterinary research. 


By the time of the ruling, the 


estate had grown to more than 
$14 million. 


Dr 
1C 
Frederickson. a 


veterinarian who cares for the 
animals at their 180-acre ranch 
near this Fort Lauderdale sub- 
urb, said Tuesday 74 of the dogs 
are still alive. 


"I think we'll have dogs here 


for 10 years," says Frederickson, 
who visits the ranch three days a 


week to examine the dogs in 
their pnvate clinic. He said the 
youngest dog is five years old, 
and their number statistically in- 
creases the chances that some 
will be very long-iived. 


A basset hound that was 10 


years old when Miss Richey 
adopted it died last winter at the 
ripe old age of 18. 


To guard against another 


generation of lucky dogs, the 
animals are segregated by sex. 


A spokesman for Broward 


National Bank in Fort Lauder- 
dale, which acts as trustee for 
the animals, said the dogs' 
money is invested in stocks and 
bonds picked for long term 
growth. It costs less than $20,000 
a year to house and feed the dogs 
and pay the salaries of their 
three caretakers. , 


Unlike the nappy mutt that 


. roarn^ with neighborhood 
children, the rich canines lead a 
dog's life spending most of their 
time in small, fenced runs. They 
get out for a bit of exercise each 
day 


"Use car air conditioners 


sparingly." 


The list also urged wanning up 


the car engine for driving; using 
multi-grade motor oil; 
minimizing recreational driving, 
and reducing speed to 50 miles 
per hour. 


Also, Simon said drivers 


should keep their tires properly 
inflated and start slowly and 
stop slowly when they are in 
traffic. 


He also said the public might 


use smaller cars with better gas- 
oline performance to conserve 
fuel.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Government troops 
recaptured on Tuesday a 
deserted hamlet that rebels had 
taken south of Phnom Penh six 
days jgo, the military command 
reported. 


Two columns, led by skilled 


Cambodian-born troops trained 
in South Vietnam, linked up 25 
miles south of Phnom Penh on 
Highway 3 to retake Doeum 
Rokar, officials said.' 


The command did not disclose 


casualties for either side in the 
operation, 
which involved 


elements of .the 47th and 51st 
brigades. 


The command said its troops 


came from Prey Totung, the 
government front line 18 miles 
south of Phnom Penh, and Tram 
Khnar, a provincial capital 10. 
miles farther south. 


Antigovernment forces had 


surrounded Tram Khnar when 
they struck three small nearby 
ouiposts on May 16, but sub- 
sequent attacks by the American 
and Cambodian air forces 
relieved pressure on Tram 
Khnar 


Two other government posts 


along Highway 3 that fell with 
Doeum Rokar — Ang Krong and 
Lovea — apparently remained in 
antigovernment hands. 


According to field com- 


manders, about 150 of some 230 
soldiers manning the outposts 
fought the attackers until their 
ammunition was exhausted and 
then fled to the safety of Pit?y 
Totung. The fate of the 
remaining 80 was unknown but 
little hope was held out for their 
survival. 


Nearly all farmers and 


villagers inhabiting the 10-mile 
stretch also had fled northward. 


field officers said. 


On Highway 4, Phnom lenh's 


link with the seaport of Kom- 
pong Som 147 miles to the 
southwest, government soldiers 
sought to dislodge insurgent 
forces who blockaded an eight- 
mile segment of the road. 


The blockade 15 miles from 


Kompong Som, Cambodia's only 
deep-water port, halted ship- 
ment of military and other es- 
sential goods arriving at the 
seaport.

Tho met near Paris for six hours 
Tuesday in their longest session 
on how to end violations of the 
Indochina cease-fire. 


They agreed to meet again

In South Vietnam, the Saigon 


government made a proposal in 
the two-party Joint Military 
Commission for implementing 
the Vietnam cease-fire. It was 
rejected by the Viet Cong, accor- 
ding to a Saigon command 
spokesman 


Saigon had proposed delinea- 


tion of zones controlled by each 
side and a joint appeal by the 
four parties to the cease-fire for 
an end to the bloodshed in Viet- 
nam. 


A Viet Cong statement 


countered that Saigon was 
violating the cease-fire and 
asked the two sides to take up a 
proposal by the Communists on 
May 15 which called for a two- 
party joint appeal.

The ranch mixed its own feed 


for more than 35,000 turkeys on 
range, and Ferebee said nearly 
all of the mixed feed—some 40 
tons—was destroyed when the 
fire swept through the feed mill. 


"My main problem now is 


trying to figure out how to feed 
the turkeys." Ferebee said, "but 
I'm sure some of the feed mills 
around here will cooperate." 


Ferebee said his $150,000 


damage estimate does not in- 
clude the extra costs involved in 
purchasing feed He said the in- 
tense heat from the burning mill 
ignited some of the 24 tons of 
soybeans and a shipment of 
alfalfa stored in four tall bins 
near the structure 


In addition, the feed truck 


parked inside the mill was 
destroyed and a 60-foot elevator 
outside it buckled under the heat 
and was declared a total loss. 


Although the cause of the fire 


has not been 
determined. 


Ferebee theorized that one of 
the pumps in the hot water 
system used to heat liquid fat in 
the mill's fat room overheated. 


Ferebee was attending a 


meeting when the fire broke out. 
It'was discovered by Charlotte 
Stanley, the wife of Robert 
Stanley, one of the hired hands 
who live near the feed mill 


Stanley and another hired 


hand, Gay Doremus, attempted 
to get the feed truck out of the 
burning mill, but the intense 
smoke and Dames drove them 
back. 
Gasoline in the truck 


triggered a secondary explosion. 


The ranch is one of the largest 


of its kind in Nebraska, with this 
year's production estimated at 
120.000 turkeys. 


"This is in the early part of the 


growing season," Ferebee said 
"We had TIO losses as far as 
turkeys, but in addition to the 
building, it will cost us con- 
siderably to have to go out and 
buy this feed "

Simon, and I am the wise old. 
but young, owl at the Lincoln 
Children s Zoo 


1 am just a mere five or six 


weeks old and originally hail 
from the Hastings area where I 
became an orphan at a very 
\oung age 


Now a resident of the Zoo. I 


have my own 'apartment' in the 
Mynah Birds' house right inside 
the front gate I really like my 
home here, but putting up with 
the Mynahs' "meows" and wolf 
whistles day in and day out gets 
to be a bit much for someone as 
sagacious as myself 


I belong to the group ot birds 


t-alled Great Horned Owls (Bubo 
virginainus) which, in turn, are 
related to the Eagle Owl, one of 
the largest families of owls in the 
entire world. 


We are called Horned Owl* 


because of the tufts ol feathers 
on our heads. Mine are not very- 
prominent, but then I am still a 
baby, with baby owl down, un- 
developed talons and so forth 


Our talons, or claws, represent 


much ot our power — in fact. 
Great Horned Owls have been 
known to force Bald Eagles from 
their nests Although I am just 
one foot in height. I will double 
in size and be about two feet and 
my wings will have a five-foot 
span when I reach adulthood 


Although we Great Horned 


Owls prefer to live in wooded 
areas where we can perch in the 
trees, we are found in all types 
of habitats, even deserts, 
throughout South. North, and 
Central America. And our 
chosen homes, or habitats as 
they are more frequently called, 
often determine our coloring 


My relatives in the deserts are 


lighter in color, while those who 
live in wooded areas have a 
modeled gray plumage, enabling 
them to blend with their en- 
vironments. 


Our coloring, or camouflage, 


makes it that much easier for us 
to be excellent hunters. Being 
birds of prey, our diets consist of 
small mammals, including mice, 
rabbits, hares, and squirrels, 
and, on occasion, a pheasant or 
two. 


It often is difficult to find 


those animals each and every- 
day, so we have inborn 
capacities for fasting. In fact, my 
tnends here at the zoo. who feed 
me raw meat four times a day.

see to it that I am fasted one day 
a week so I won't become a fat. 
lazy, old owl 


Contrary to popular belief, we 


are not night hunters, but prefer 
to hunt at dawn or dusk when 
our prey is bedded down for the 
night and. therefore, in its most 
inactive state. 


When we consume those 


feathered and furry creatures, 
we don't digest the bones, fur. or 
feathers, but rather gather them 
in our crops, small pouches 
which are organs of digestion. 
The croups make the in- 
digestables into pellets which we 
discard a day or so later 


I already told you that we 


prefer to hunt at dawn or dusk 
and, because of the stillness that 
falls upon the land during dark, 
we must be very quiet on our 
searches for food. 


Mother Nature has looked 


after that very minute detail, 
equipping us with down-fringed 


wings which decrease the noise 
created by our wings flapping in 
the wind and permit us to fly 
very quietly 


Another hunting aid bestowed 


on us by nature is the ability to 
turn our heads completely 
around. You see. during hours of 
darkness, we often hear an 
animal before we see it, so we 
just turn our heads to find the 
direction of the sound 


That ability is all the more 


necessary since we have 
binocular vision, similar to that 
of you humans, and that lessens 
our field of vision compared to 
that of the Hawk or Eagle who 
have eyes on the sides of their 
heads. 


We Great Horned Owls prefer 


to hunt, and even live alone, 
with the exception of the spring 
mating season when we begin 
clacking our beaks and looking 
for females The females lay 
three to five perfectly white, 
perfectly round eggs which then 
are hatched within 30 to 33 davs.

dummy's king as a later entry. 


If you now cash the A-Q of 


clubs and cross to the king of 
hearts, hoping to win five club 
tricks, you finish down one 
when you score only three club 
tricks. 


This is unlucky — but not 


astonishing 
— 
for 
the 


probability of finding the clubs 
divided satisfactorily on this 
method of play is only 54 per 
cent. There was a 36 per cent 
chance of a 3-3 division plus an 
18 per cent chance of finding 
either defender 
with the 


singleton or doubleton jack. 


But if, instead, you cash the 


ace and overtake the queen with 
the king (planning to play a 
third round of the suit), your 
chances of making the contract 
rise to 67 per cent. 


This is largely because you 


retain not only the 36 per cent 
chance of a 3-3 break, but also 
because you make the hand 
whenever either opponent was 
dealt the J-x, 9-x, or singleton 
jack, which is another 31 per 
cent. 


In the actual case, when 


East's nine falls on the king, you 
continue with the ten to force 
out ohe jack. In the process, 
dummy's 
8-6 
become 


established and you wind up 
with nine tricks. 


It is true that if East had the 


doubleton jack or the clubs were 
divided 3-3, the suggested 
method of play would cost you 
an overtrick. However, you 
should be more than willing to 
risk a 3Q-point loss for the sake 
of elevating your chances from 
54 per cent to 67 per cent.

Chair designers of the eighteenth century were 


limited by the flexibility and strength of wood. By 
the nineteenth century, new types of chairs could 
be made because steel and iron added new 
capabilities. 


Folding furniture was first made of wood. The 


Egyptians had folding chairs in their tombs. The 
famous Dante chair was made in Italy of crossed 
wooden supports during the sixteenth century. 


Eighteenth-century Dutch folding chair beds 


and other types of collapsible chairs also were 
made. 
Most of them were clumsy in design 


because of the mechanical requirements that 
opened and closed the chair. 


When metal became available for furniture in 


about 1830, designers had new opportunities. 
Machine made parts and complicated engineering 
made the novelty chairs work. The appearance 
often was quite odd. An 1860 American chair made 
of iron was supported by an iron spring. 
The 


famous Peter Cooper rocker of bent wrought iron 
was designed. 
Adjustable reclining chairs like 


barbers chairs were popular by 1885. Even boun- 
cing health chairs were made. 


Swivel armchairs, tilting chairs, and platform 


rockers all took advantage of the use of machine 
worked metal and wood to make a chair that could 
do something. It had been an impossibility in 
earlier days. 


Q — How can I clean and condition an old 


wooden mixing bowl so I can use it as a wall 
decoration. Should it be bleached? 


A — How you treat antiques for decorative 


purposes is always a personal choice. Remember 
that too much cleaning will destroy the value to the 
serious collector. Wash the bowl with soap and 


water and let it dry thoroughly. If it is not to be 
used again you could varnish it with clear varnish. 
Do not bleach, or sand the bowl. This will remove 
all of the signs of age and the patina of the wood. If 
you prefer a new looking bowl, buy a new bowl and \ 
hang it on the wall. 


Q — Dogs are pictured playing poker at a table 


in an old ad I recently purchased. The dogs are 
dressed like human beings with eye glasses, pipes, 
and even ties. When was this type of picture pop- 
ular? 


A — You probably own a print by Cassius 


Marcellus Coolidge of Rochester, N.Y. He started 
painting pictures of dogs in human settings about 
1873. The pictures were popular as part of cigar 
ads, posters, prints, and calendars. 
They later 


appeared on playing cards. 
Dogs were shown 


gambling, dancing, at the ball game and even on 
the commuter train. 


We mentioned that the Regina Music Box 


could be dated by the number on the plate. 
Somehow an extra "0" entered the list and this 
resulted in some confusion. It is possible to date 
the boxes from the numbers because number 4,001 
was made in 1894, number 25,000 in 1898. number 
50,000 in 1902 and number 70.000 in 1904. 


Q — I have an amber colored U.S. Grant plate. 


Grant is pictured in the center with the words 
"Born April 27, 1822, Died July 23, 1885". The 
edges have lacy leaves with the words "Let us Have 
Peace." When was it made? 


A — The U.S. Grant peace plates were made 


about 1885 in a variety of colors by Adams and 
Company of Pittsburgh. There have been some re- 
cent reproductions made.

'Navy That Was' 
Now In Mothballs 


Pffil^DELPHIA (AP) - It is 


the Navy that was, a silent fleet 
of 123 ships anchored in the back 
channel of the Philadelphia 
Naval Bpse. 


The 'ships, which once 


steamed the seas majestically, 
bob softly in the water of the 
Delaware River as the newer 
Navy makes waves passing by. 


Their boilers are empty, their 


engines sealed, their guns dis- 
mantled. No sailors swab the 
decks or polish the brass. No of- 
ficers man the bridge. 


This is a .fleet in "mothballs." 


Its return to action some day is 
possible, bilt highly unlikely. 


Capt. George W. Stroud, com- 


mander of the Naval Inactive 
Ship Maintenance Facility, now 
has 50 of the 12 ships in some 
stage of disposal. 


"They are excess to Navy 


needs," he said. "It is no longer 
economical to keep them inac- 
tive." 


Some are headed for the scrap 


heap, some for target practice in 
the Atlantic, and a few will be 
turned over to the states, cities 
and organizations for use as 
memorials and museums. 


The Philadelphia base is the 


largest mothball facility in the 
nation. Other combat and sup- 
port ships are stored at Norfolk, 
Va , San Diego, Calif.; Vallejo. 


Calif.; Bremerton, Wash.; New 
York City, and Boston. 


At the peak of ship storage the 


Navy had more than 1,200 
vessels in mothball fleets. Now 
there are less than 400. 


At Philadelphia, lined row 


after row and dressed in faded 
but traditional Navy gray, are 
two battleships, the Iowa and 
Wisconsin, and the aircraft 
carrier Antietam. There also are 
seven submarines, six cruisers, 
60 destroyer types and 47 
assorted vessels such as tugs, 
water barges, assault cargo 
ships, LSTs, minesweepers and 
fuel carriers. 


It cost a total of $1.4 billion to 


build them. 


The mothballing process, 


which takes about three months, 
consists of sealing all sea valves, 
installing a dehumidification 
system that circulates air at 30 
degrees to keep the interior dry 
and rust free, and placing elec- 
tric current in the water to pre- 
vent hull erosion. Each inactive 
ship is equipped with automatic 
fire and flood alarm systems. 


Stroud's "flagship" is the 


deactivated destroyer tender 
USS Everglades. From it he 
commands 250 men, including 30 
civilians, on a $3.5 million an- 
nual budget. 
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Saigon Vows To Block Probe 


.. . Viet Cong Say U.S. Bombing South 


MOTHBALL FLEET . . . commanded by Capt. Stroud. 


Saigon (UPI) - South Viet- 


nam threatened Tuesday to 
block a proposed investigation 
by the International Commission 
of Control and Supervision 
(ICCS) into Viet Cong charges 
that U.S. planes bombed inside 
South Vietnam last month. 


The Saigon government said 


the ICCs should first investigate 
cease-fire violation charges it 
tnade against the Viet Cong two 
months ago. It called the Viet 
Cong charges of U.S. bombing 
"slanderous." 


At the regular meeting of the 


two-party Joint Military Com- 
mission (JMC), South Vietnam 
also suggested a new plan to en- 
force the cease-fire. The com- 
munists immediately rejected it, 
saying the seven-point Saigon 
program was an effort to 
"belittle" their own plan 
presented last week. 


The JMC irresponsible for en- 


forcing the cease-fire under 
terms of the Paris peace treaty. 


The communists charged on 


May 12 that B52 bombers first 
hit targets inside South Vietnam 


just across the Cambodian 
border in April. They aid that 
U.S. fighter-bombers later 
bombed targets between May 2 
and May 15. It demanded an 
ICCs investigation and the inter- 
national truce 
commission 


agreed. 


The United States denied the 


Viet Cong charges, but said it 
would welcome an investigation. 
The U.S. Embassy in Saigon con- 
firmed that U.S. planes have 
made reconnaissance 
flights 


over South Vietnam. 


A South Vietnamese govern- 


ment spokesman said Tuesday 
Saigon would not cooperate until 
the ICCs agrees to carry out an 
investigation of an alleged Viet 
Cong violation that Saigon 
requested two months ago. 


"The communists have made 


a slanderous accusation that 
American aircraft were bombing 
communist targets within South 
Vietnam," 
the 
Saigon 


spokesman said.

HELSINKI, Finland (AP) - 


Eastern and Western nations 
preparing for a European securi- 
ty conference have reached vir- 
tual agreement on the issue of 
widening human contacts among 
the countries, 
diplomatic 


sources said Tuesday. 


The issue had been a major 


one before the 34-nation con- 
ference could begin. 


The sources reporting the 


draft agreement — reached in an 
informal meeting of the United 
States, the Soviet Union and an 
undisclosed number of other 
countries — said formal endorse- 
ment would have to wait until 


nations not at the meeting have 
their say 


The draft agreement calls for 


freer movement and contacts 
among persons of different coun- 
tries. It calls for more family 
reunification, increased travel 
and more meetings among 
young people. 


The diplomatic sources in- 


dicated that although there were 
some vague definitions about 
some areas of contacts, the 
results are satisfactory to the 
Western countries. The West has 
demanded clear indications that 
a widening of international con- 
tacts would apply on an in- 
dividual level.

Heath and Pompidou considered 
it more important now to clear 
up fuzzy areas of issues to be dis- 
cussed among Western nations 
than to talk about a summit. 


The main areas to be cleared 


up were said to be related to 
defense, trade and monetary 
matters. 


French sources said Pom- 


pidou will ask Nixon to clarify 
parts of Kissinger's April state- 
ment when the two presidents 
meet in Iceland starting May 31.

cent of the interstate funds will 
mean about $16 million a year 


Because Nebraska is expected 


to be one of the first few states 
completing their interstate 
highway, it would be one of the 
first to profit from the Burdick 
Amendment, named for Sen. 
Quentin N. Burdick, D-N.D. The 
benefits to Nebraska could be 
expected to be realized during 
fiscal 1976. the year beginning 
July 1. 1975

evidence that God lives." 


Several others among 


America's 32 space veterans 
have reported being strangely 
moved by their experience. 


Apollo 14 veteran Ed Mitchel 


afterward began doing research 
in extrasensory perception. 
Apollo 15 veteran Al Worden 
turned to writing introspective 
poetry Apollo 9 veteran Rusty 
Schweickart, who became in- 
volved in youth counseling and 
transcendental meditation, says: 
"I'm not the same man. None of 
us are." 


Moon veteran James B. 


Irwin's entire career was altered 
as a result of the experience 
which he says brought a sense of 


"closeness to God " 


It opened up a new perspec- 


tive on the universe, he says, as 
if "looking at the earth with the 
eyes of God." The impact turned 
Irwin into what he calls a "moon 
missionary " 


"I felt God's presence on the 


moon more than I have ever felt 
it on the earth,'' he has since 
told audiences across the coun- 
try and abroad, although a re- 
cent heart problem has limited 
his activity temporarily. 


He's expected to be back fully 


at his new work by July, an 
associate said. 


Irwin last fall set up a non- 


profit evangelistic foundation, 
High Flight, Inc., with 
headquarters in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., to "share a 
message of scientific exploration 
and religion." 


Before his Apollo 13 trip, 


Irwin says he mas a passive Bap- 
tist believer, a "nuts-and-bolts 
type, a technician, one who was 
too busy with details to be really 
concerned" about people's inner 
needs. 


"Now, I have a new percep- 


tion and a new appreciation for 
this space ship we call earth," he 
writes in Decision Magazine, put 
out by the Billy 
Graham 


evangelistic association. "God 
has given me a compulsion to 
share my faith." 


"Our crew brought jback the 


Genesis rock from the moon. 
But I came back with a new ap- 
preciation of another rock, the] 
rock of the Word of God, and I 
want to tell people about him 
. . . the message of Jesus) 
Christ." 


Apollo 11 astronaut Ed Aldrin I 


observed Holy Communion on| 
the moon. 


Borman says that 
when 


viewing the earth from space, 
"the question of the validity of 
Christian belief becomes utterly 
absurd The question from that 
vantage point seemed more 
properly- reversed." 


To express that turned-about 


viewpoint, Borman had read 
from Psalms 8 from the moon: 
"0 Lord . .. When I look at thy 
heavens ... what is man that 
Thou art mindful of him ...?" 


Borman, 
who has since 


become an honorary vice presi- 
dent of the American Bible 


Society, says the Bible "has 
never been more applicable than 
now It contains truths set down 
for a less sophisticated genera- 
tion, but 
. the principles un- 


derlying those truths remain 
timeless." 


Such observations by space 


veterans have cropped up 
recurrently ever since John 
Glenn made the first space flight 
in 1962. Says he "The highest 
form of progress is in the realm 
of the spirit, not science. 
Ultimate progress deals with ul- 
timate issues."

Use Of Private Confessions Dwindling

NEW YORK (AP) - From 


the Vatican to local parishes. 
Roman Catholicism is striving to 
develop new ways for its people 
to express repentance and 
realize God's forgiveness in the 
face of dwindling use of the old- 
style confessional "box." 


The traditional practice of 


private confession is in deep 
trouble, said the Rev. James 
Shaughnessy, director of a 
liturgical research center at the 
University of Notre Dame. 


"It suffers from a malaise that 


has all but eliminated private 
confession from the regular life 
ot most practicing Christians," 
he said. 


Numerous surveys indicate 


that confessional lines have 
shrunk 40 to 80 per cent in 
parishes across the country — a 
drastic falling off in the practices 
estimated to average at least 50 
per cent. 


"People just do not go, or they 


go so much less that the total 
number of confessions is down 
by half or more." said the Rev. 
Joseph T Nolan of Los Angeles. 
"The 
whole practice has 


eroded." 


Various causes are cited for 


the decline. Among them are a 
broadened concept of sin^as 
being corporate as well as per- 
sonal and existing in attitudes 
and not just external individual 
acts, and disillusionment with 
the so-called "vending machine" 
procedure for dealing with it 


"A great many people have 


moved away from the notion of 
sin a*> a kind of grocery list of 


isolated acts," said the Kev. 
Joseph Champlin, a liturgical 
specialist and Fulton, N.Y., 
pastor. 


He added that they've in- 


creasingly felt 
"something 


wrong with the 
routine, 


monotonous, mechanical type of 
confession in which you repeat 
the same list of offenses you had 
been confessing for years, 
received the same penance of a 
few 'Hail Marys' and 'Our 
Fathers' and left the church 
without being touched deeply by 
any part of the process." 


Some, particularly among the 


young, also resent the anonymity 
of the long-time confessional 
box. 
the small, darkened-booth 


in which the penitent kneels to 
recite his misdeeds through a 
grill to an unseen priest. 


Eyeing the problem, the 


Vatican's Congregation of Divine 
Worship soon is expected to 
issue a new rite for the sacra- 
ment of penance and absolution 
(forgiveness). At the same time, 
new approaches are cropping up 
in many places. 


"Priests and people are trying 


to find ways to express the sacra- 
ment more clearly." said the 
Rev. Thomas Krosnicki, 
associate director of the 
htungical department of the 
U.S. 
Catholic Conference in 


Washington. D C 


"One of the most common 


new forms is the use of a con- 
ference room where the penitent 
speaks face to face with the 
priest, rather than being in the 
confessional box." 


The new setting, as developed 


by Father Champlm's Holy 
Family chyrch in Fulton, is 
called a "reconciliation room" 
and gives people an option of 
talking directly with the priest, 
or from a chair or kneeler 
behind a screen. 


Increasingly, dioceses and 


parishes also are inaugurating 
communal or congregational 
confession services to bring out 
interpersonal realities both of 
sin and forgiveness — a method 
long used in Protestantism. 


However, they generally are 


used as a supplement to private 
confession, not substitute for it, 
since church rules require 


private confession at least once a 
year, and, in cases of grave sin, 
before receiving Holy Commu- 
nion. In some cases, however, 
the communal services also in- 
clude collective absolution 
(assurance of forgiveness) — a 
method authorized in Montreal, 
Canada, and six other Quebec 
dioceses for two weeks 
preceding Easter, and before 
last Christmas.

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Beatrice Council Pay Hike Gets 2nd-Round Okay

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — A proposal to dou- 


ble the salaries of the City Coun- 
i-il (and mayor) sparked another 
lively discussion here Monday 
night before gaining second- 
round council approval 


With a 5-3 vote, the measure 


appears beaded toward passage 
on a final showdown June 4. The 
drafted ordinance would hike 


annual salaries of councilmen 
from $1,000 to $2,000 and the 
mayor from $2,400 to $4,800, 
both effective after the next 
election one year hence. 


Monday's arguments came 


following the vote when Coun- 
cilman Allen Grell proposed that 
the matter be discussed in an 
executive session Larry Probst, 
one of those opposing, shot back 
that he had "nothing to hide" 


and the argument was soon in 
full swing 


Mayor Bob Sargent said there 


das been "much misunderstan- 
ding" of the issue, particularly 
over the fact that any raises 
would have to wait until the next 
terms of office He also pointed 
out recent large increases for 
congressmen

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mayor here do their real duty, 
they're worth a lot more than 
$1.000 and $2,400," he insisted. 


Former Mayor Ray Elwood, 


now a county supervisor, then 
jumped in with a reminder that 
federal guidelines for increases 
are only 6 to 7%. When he asked 
Sargent why he had run for of- 
fice, the Mayor fired back: 
"Because I wanted to beat you " 


Elwood acknowledged that his 


supervisor position pays $4,500. 


Sargent 
noted that by 


"working diligently," he and the 
counil have reduced tax levies 
for two years straight. This 
brought a etort from observer 
Ervin Lechner that the reduc- 
tions were in fact primarily due 
to higher property valuatitns 


Lechner questioned a previous 


contention by Dr S H Shick, 
the councilman introducing the 
proposal, that council service is 
more demanding now. Lechner 
argued that "the only new 
problem is revenue sharing 


Funds Now on Hand 
On another matter, the council 


t e n t a t i v e l y approved 
a 


breakdown of uses for $300,000 
in revenue sharing funds now on 
hand The largest portion, $125,- 
000 would apply toward a reduc- 
tion in the mill levy 


Since the matter had been dis- 


cussed in previous budget 
sessions, it was routinely ap- 
proved without dissent Monday. 


Othei apportionments: $50,000, 
industrial park; $25,000, sanitary 
landfill, $20,000. new fire truck, 
$25,000, river road paving; and 
$55,000, storm sewer. 


Mention of the industrial park 


did trigger a comment from 
Elwood that a 320-acre site 
proposed by the Beatrice In- 
dustrial Development Corp. was 
unrealistic. He said Lincoln's in- 
dustrial park was "only 75 acres 
and it's taken about 10 years to 
till it up." 


Board of Public Works 


manager Richard Bilhngsley 
again found himself at odds with 
the council, this time over the 
maintenance of 20 downtown 
litter receptacles Creg Kuhnel 
of the Jaycees, which had given 
the receptacles to the city four 
years ago, said Bilhngsley had 
refused to continue maintaining 
them 


"If all these added jobs con- 


tinue, we're going to have to get 
more people," defended the 
manager "The board is not in 
the trash business and . 
is not 


geared to doing maintenance on 
the receptacles "

Study Of Wounded Knee 
Urged By Presbyterians 


Omaha. 
( A P ) — 
The 


185th United Presbyterian gen- 
eral Assembly Tuesday called 
for an immediate on-the-scene 
study of the Wounded Knee sit- 
uation by the United States 
Senate's subcommittee on In- 
dian affairs. 


The assembly, meeting in 


Omaha, also urged that pressure 
be applied on the US. gov- 
ernment "to grant justice and 
equality to Indian people and to 
honor its treaties with Indian 
tribes." 


The action came in con- 


nection with the report of the 
assembly committee on com- 
batting racism, and followed a 
decision of the Assembly not to 
shut the door on possible legal 
aid funding in relation to the 
Wounded Knee incident. 


A petition had sought to delay 


any such funding until after a 
church sponsored study could be 
made. 


Another petition that would 


have given high priority "to 
mating available legal aid in a p - 
propri'ate situations as 
needed by our native Ameri- 
cans" also failed Delegates felt 
that existing guidelines for the 
fund's use are sufficient. 


The committee report said.1 


"We remind the General As- 
sembly that there are many 
previous commitments made to 
the American Indian by the 
U n i t e d - P r e s b y t e r i a n 
Church...which have not been 
honored." 


It recommended continued 


full participation by the Indian 
consulting panel * in United 
Presbyterian funding and pro- 
grams.

No. 2 Man In U.S. Delegation 
Flies From Paris For Saigon 
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Police Probe Rape Incident 


PARIS (AP) - The No. 2 nun 


on the U.S. delegation to the 
Pahs talks on Vietnam cease-fire 
problems left for Saigon Tuesday 
night. His apparent mission was 
to consult with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu on a possible 
deal worked out between Henry 
Kissinger and Hanoi's Le Due 
Tho. 


A spokesman for the U.S. 


delegation said only that the en- 
voy, Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of State William Sullivan, "is 
going to Saigon," but previous 
deals made in Paris on Vietnam 
have been cleared with Thieu. 


Kissinger was to continue his 


talks with Tho on Wednesday, 
according to the spokesman, 
John Trattner. 


Tho's deputy, Nguyen Co 


Thach, told newsmen of 
Sullivan's 'trip earlier Tuesday at 
the end of a six-hour meeting 
between Tho and the U.S. 
presidential adviser 


"Mr 
Sullivan is going to 


Saigon," Thach said. Asked by 
newsmen to confirm his state- 
ment, Thach said: "No, no. I 


only knew that he is leaving 
tonight." 


Tuesday's meeting was the 


fifth and longest of the current 
sessions between Kissinger and 
Tho. They were believed to be 
drafting an agreed interpretation 
of the Jan. 27 cease-fire agree- 
ment. 


There was speculation that 


any draft worked out with the 
North Vietnamese would be sub- 
mitted to President Nixon for 
approval before the talks end. 


Both sides maintained a news 


blackout. Nothing has emerged 
from the 25 hours of secret 


sessions between Kissinger and 
Tho since the new series of 
meetings opened on May 17, 
beyond Kissinger's disclosure 
Monday that "some progress" 
had'been made 


Kissinger did not explain the 


remark, and both sides declined 
all comment Tuesday.

requirements a thoroughbred trainer must meet before 
obtaining a license.' 


But in the case of Larry (Butch) Staroscik, if he didn't 


have a college'sheepskin, he wouldn't be sending Larry 
Leroy to the post in Thursday's $10,000-added Good 
Neighbor Stakes at Ak-Sar-Ben. 


Larry Leroy, winner of four of five starts this year, in- 


cluding the $10,000 Inaugural Handicap at Ak-Sar-Ben, is 
the top thoroughbred in the Staroscik-trained public 
stable of 21 thoroughbreds. 


But if Staroscik hadn't obtained a Pharmacy Degree 


from the University of Nebraska in 1965, he wouldn't be 
at Ak-Sar-Ben or any other race track—not as a trainer, at 
least. 


"My father didn't mind me training horses in the 


summer as long as I was going to college the rest of 
the year," Staroscik explains. "But he wouldn't have let 
me train if I didn't go to school." 


He got his start in the training of race horses by 


working with his grandfather, Robert Stilinger. 


Two Top 2-Year-Olds

In addition to Larry Leroy, Staroscik has in his stable 


Great Commander and two top 2-year-olds, King Ody and 
Cowboy Cascio. 


The Cascio stable of Omaha is his best account with 


seven horses. 


The Columbus native started training on his own in . 


1966 with a stable of seven, including four for Bill Wiggins 
of Columbus and two of his own, Prince Kem and Belin- 
da's King. 


Staroscik is one Nebraska native with no thoughts of 


leaving Nebraska. 


He doesn't dream at nights of saddling horses in more 


glamorous areas such as Florida, California, Maryland or 
New York. 


He stays with the Nebraska circuit from Grand 


Island's Fonner Park through the Atokad meeting at 
South Sioux City. 


Owners Want To Watch 


"The people I train for like to watch their horses 


run." the 29-year-old graduate of Columbus St. Bonaven- 
ture explains. 


"And as long as I'm training for them and they want 


to see their horses run, I'm content to stay in Nebraska." 


Since obtaining his degree, Staroscik has practiced 


pharmacy a sum total of two weeks at an Omaha hospital, 
but the lure of the backstretch brought him back to the 
race track. 


"I may use the degree some day," he points out, "If 


the racing business starts going bad for me, if I can't 
come up with the good horses. 


"But it all depends on how things go at the track. 


What I learned in Pharmacy College has been helpful in 
training from a medication standpoint."

King said he was assessing the

racing enterprises for attemp- 
ting to misrepresent Car No. 34 
as Car No. 31 by transferring 
serial numbers and decals." 
The car, a Norris-Eagle, was 


qualified by Sam Posey but later 
was bumped to the first alter- 
nate spot by a faster auto.

Truth In Sportscasting Rare Commodity 


(First of a Series)

Washington — The truth is that truth in 


sportscasting is a very rare commodity. 


While sports events are presented in the 


guise of news reporting, none of the rules of in- 
tegrity applied to real news broadcasting are 
observed. 


A wide survey by the Star-News shows that 


sports broadcasters, with few exceptions, view 
themselves as salesmen, whose prime function 
is to promote, not to inform. 


The survey also makes it clear that the men 


in charge of sportscasting go about their 
business with no regard to the possibility that 
the content of their programs might be bound 
by federal regulations. 


A question was put to the sports director of 


one of the three major networks: Which 
Federal 
Communications Commission 


regualtions and which portions of the National 
Association of Broadcasters' code govern your 
announcers? 


He responded with a blank stare. "Wow," 


he replied after a few moments of contempla- 
tion. 


And what about the watchdog agency 


charged with protecting the public's interest in 
honest broadcasting? Its representative, too, 
responded in essence with a bemused "Wow." 


"There are no specific regulations about 


sports broadcasting," said William Ray, chief of 
the F.C.C.'s complaints and compliance divi- 
sion. "The commission never adopted any 
rules." 


Thus untrammeled by the need to fulfill 


specific legal requirements, sports broadcasters 
attend to the business at hand: selling the 
product. 


The product, in this case, is something 


more than beer or automobiles or razor blades. 
The product is the game itself, and whenever 
the danger arises that the truth might diminish 
the listener's positive feelings toward the game, 
the truth is simply shunted aside. 


In the name of salesmanship sportscasters 


subject their listeners to a steady diet of distor- 


• deenwd 


.Shelby Whitfield's "Kiss It Goodbye," 


serialized in the Washington Star-News recent- 
ly, illustrated how flagrant these practices can 
become. 


"Learn to lie," Whitfield was bluntly told 


when he signed on as voice of the Washington 
Senators in 1969. 


He learned. Under owner Bob Short's rules, 


the weather and the forecast were always 
beautiful, on the theory that the promise of nice 
weather might lure people into the ballpark to 
watch a .team which was not much of an attrac- 
tion. It became a standing joke that "The sun 
always shines on RFK Stadium." 


Whitfield learned to ignore "negative 


facts"—losing streaks, poor attendance, men 
left on base, the miserable batting average of 
the fellow at bat or the obvious shortcomings of 
the dull team coming to town next. 


To encourage late arrivals, he learned to lie 


enthusiastically that people were still entenng 
the park as late as the fourth inning "even if the 
trickle stopped at the National Anthem." 


He learned to browbeat the people of 


Washington for Short's benefit, threatening that 
the club would move out df town, as it eventual- 
ly did, if attendance didn't increase. 


He learned to manipulate the popularity of 


a player when it suited Short's purposes, 
deliberately downgrading Frank Howard's per- 
formance when Short had decided to get rid of 
Howard. 


Whitfield's experience isn't unique. On the 


contrary, it is fundamentally common to nearly 
every announcer who ever broadcast a team 
sport on a local station, a natural result of con- 
ditions under which broadcasters are hired and 
fired. 


The team owners themselves have com- 


plete authority over selection of the announcers. 
In many cases they simply hire their broad- 
casters directly. But any time the owner of a 
major sports team relinquishes that right to an 
advertising agency or a radio or television sta- 
tion, he reserves the right to veto any announcer 
chosen. 


Any illusion that might be created that the 


announcer's loyalty is to his audience is a sham. 
They serve at the pleasure of the club owner or 
they don't serve at all. Thus Vince Scully of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, invariably cited as die 
most honest and professional of his peers, and 


Moore. Charles Finlev's unabashed on- 


the-air canonizer for 11 years, draw the same 
conclusion about their jobs: "I am a salesman." 


Likewise, on network broadcasts, the ul- 


timate decision on who will report rests with 
the owners. In their contracts with professional 
leagues, N.B.C. and C.B.S. grant the respective 
commissioners the right to disapprove of any 
announcers the networks might choose. Roone 
Arledge, president of A.B.C. Sports, says his 
network hasn't agreed to any such clause in the 
last two years. 


A.B.C. recently lost its contract with the 


National Basketball Association to C.B.S., 
which agreed to a clause giving the N.B.A. 
announcer-approval rights. 


One might think the F.C.C. would be 


aware of these cozy arrangements, but the reac- 
tion of commissioner Nicholas Johnson reveals 
the obscurity of such matters within the agency 
that guards the nation's 'airways. 


Johnson is the maverick of the commission, 


the consurnerist member who is frequently 
heard from when the public is getting the short 
end of the stick. His jaw dropped and his eyes 
bugged out when he was told that National 
Football League commissioner Pete Rozelle 
determines who may broadcast a pro football 
game 


In Johnson's view. "The Commission is in- 


terested in assuring that people not be misled 
here. Clearly a sports reporter is not assumed to 
be an employe of the club. He's not supposed to 
be like an Ed McMahon. There's a presumption 
that the sports announcer is your represen- 
tative—you, the viewer—and that he represents 
your interests, not those of the club." 


Sen. Warren Magnusen concurred. "Well 


that shouldn't be done," he said. "I think if the 
public finds out about this they'll be upset " 


Lest the public become too concerned, 


however, Tom Dawson has some words of 
reassurance. Dawson handles broadcasting 
matters for baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
and he is of the soothing opinion that an- 
nouncers, owners' hirelings though they be, re- 
main their own men on the air. 


Confronted with questions of integrity, 


Dawson recoiled at first, saying, "I don't think I 
want to talk to you." 


Then he rallied with the assertion that 


"Even though we have the reasonable right of 
approval we put no pressure on the announcers 
whatsoever We're interested in having the 


game done as well and as professionally as it can 
be done. It's done similarly to news. 


"If there was any distortion we'd clamp 


down on it so fast . . . But you know 
something—there isn't. The broadcaster is his 
own man, believe me, they are. I don't know 
any way you could get them to shill I think 
they're fiercely proud of the fact that they are 
reporters. I don't think—I know—they're proud 
of their intergrity " 


Monte Moore, voice of the Oakland A's on 


his fierce pride as a reporter: "I'm not one of 
those who think you have to be critical. I don't 
consider anything wrong about that. What the 
heck .. .The stations pay a lot of money for the 
games. Radio and TV stations are a lot more in 
bed with baseball and football teams than 
newspapers. They want the clubs to look good 
themselves. It's easy to understand. I never 
talked to a broadcaster who didn't get some 
pressure from the owner." 


In fact, fierce pride and an insistence on 


maintaining intergrity usually lead an an- 
nouncer to the unemployment office This was 
the case with Red Barber, who was summarily 
fired by the New York Yankees in 1966 for his 
accurate and pertinent reporting. 


Barber, widely regarded among the best in 


his profession after three decades in the broad- 
casting business, was betrayed by his inclination 
to be informative. Only 413 persons had paid 
their way into one game, the smallest crowd in 
the history of Yankee Stadium, and Barber 
thought it was worth mentioning to his 
audience. 


Predictably, the Yankees' radio and TV 


director, Perry Smith, disagreed. Smith flatly 
refused Barber's request for a camera, Barber 
used the microphone to tell what he considered 
the real story of the game. 


A few days later Yankee president Mike 


Burke told him, "We have decided not to seek 
to renew your contract " 


Now retired in Tallahassee. FTa., Barber 


feels the sportscasting business has lost 
whatever integrity it might have had when he 
broke in 


"The owners came to the strong conclusion 


they wanted salesmen, propagandists, people 
who told the half truth," he said in a recent in- 
terview. "When I got fired by the Yankees, the 
New York Post got a hold of Joe Garagiola and 
asked him what he thought 


"He said, 'Look, I'm a noose man.' I think 


that sumes up everything "

Labor's Salary Demands" 
Could Boost Inflation 
-

With collective bargaining for 


new wage contracts for 5 million 
workers scheduled for this year, 
this is no time for emotionalism 
in reacting to the pains of infla- 
tion 


Before this economic issue can 


be faced objectively, various 
segments of our society should 
recognize that a basic evil of in- 
flation, which stems from bad 
political management of fiscal 
and monetary affairs, lies in the 
fact that the financial disease 
has a serious adverse side effect 
m promoting internal class war- 
fare as various groups seek im- 
munity from the ravages of the 
economic sickness 


On the picket lines, men and 


women accept as truisms that 
they should be free from the 
consequences of inflation and 
should be assured of net gains in 
actual buying power The wide 
use of the cost of living escalator 
clause is designed to immunize 
special interests from the harm 
inherent in the inflationary 
epidemic. 


It may be straining human 


nature to plead for facing this 
problem dispassionately in the 
spirit of inter-group harmony 
There appears to be a 
renaissance in reverse of the 
alleged evils of laissez faire 
which critics denounced as sheer 
selfishness with ' each man for 
himself and the devil take the 
hindmost ' 


The pie of economic affluence 


represents only 100% of the total 
of goods and services available 
If pressure groups with fiat 
power conferred on them by 
Congress go scot free of harm 
from inflation, the effect must 
be to push the ill effects to 
others 


Once uncontrolled inflationary 


forces get unloosened, however, 
they become non-discriminating 
and impose hardships on all The 
class conscious agitator gets psy- 
chological relief from assuming 
that he can shift the burdens of

inflation from the "sweat and 
groan' of laborers to the rich 
But the top income elite are 
relatively small in numbers and 
in the nature of things cannot" 
become the sole victims of infla- 
tion, since most of the national 
income goes to the great middle 
income groups It's an economic 
fact of life that one fellows 
wages constitutes a cost for the 
other person, who buys the 
goods 


The key to achieving greater 


average affluence stems from 
technological improvement in 
supplementing the muscle of the 
human worker with mechanical 
tools so that he can produce 
more and hence earn more in 
real wages. In rising productivi- 
ty, not political blue sky 
promises, lies the secret to win- 
ning the war against povertv.. 


Instead of trying to concoct 


schemes to shift the cost of infla- 
tion to others it would be more 
mature to demand greater 
prudence from governmental of- 
ficeholders Giveawav schemes, 
financed bv budgetary deficits 
and boft money tricks 
are 


suckerbait It b high time to af 
firm the harmonv of the in- 
terests of all economic groups 
and get a united public to 
pressure public officeholders for 
balanced budgets and sound 
money practices and thus deal 
with the root causes of inflation 
At this time yyhen the demand- 
push is adding to the cost ot 
living it would restart a new and 
more vicious inflationary spiral 
to use fiat power of unions in 
collectiye bludgeoning to insist 
on immoderate cost-pull 
pressures

SCOTTSBLUFF, Neb. <AP)- 


State Sen. Terry Carpenter 
promised Tuesday he will ask 
members of the legislature if 
they are afraid of him and if he is 
a detriment to the body. 


Carpenter said that if 25 stand, 


a majority, he will resign "and 
come back to Scottsbluff." 


Carpenter was responding to a 


statement made by Gov. J. J. 
Exon Monday who accused oth- 
er senators of being afraid of 
Carpenter. 


Their latest exchange stems 


from a Carpenter-sponsored bill 
that would have authorized the 
University of Nebraska to take 
over certain facilities and land 
that was owned by defunct Hi- 
ram Scott College. Eicon vetoed 
the bill and the legislature was 
unable to override the veto. 


Carpenter said the governor 


"never called me in to discuss 
the bill at anytime. He only 
called me in after he vetoed " 


Carpenter also defended his 


bill that would equalize the cost 
of transporting liquor in the 
state to licensees. At present the 
cost is less expensive to Omaha 
area dealers because most of the 
distributors are in Omaha. 


Carpenter said Omaha dealers 


have an advantage. Carpenter, 
who owns an establishment that 
sells liquor in Terrytown, said it 
was not his own interest that 
prompted him to introduce the 
bill
